BY CULBERSON. 


STEEL COMBINE ALSO SCARED 


Texan Comes Within Seven Votes of 
Placing Cotton Ties on 
Free L ist 


W ashington, 
June 
28.—The 
two 
amendments offered by Senator Cul- 
‘son in behalf of the cotton grow­ 
ers were taken up by the senate to­ 
day. They were to put cotton bagging 
and cotton ties on the free list. Sen­ 
ator Culberson won a c le a n c u t vic­ 
tory for free cotton 
bagging and 
with the aid of several southern sen­ 
ators came within seven votes of 
winning a victory over the steel trust 
''i n his fight for tree cotton ties. Sena­ 
tor Culberson won the fight for free 
cotton bagging with the senate fin­ 
ance nomrmttee, and when Senator 
McLaurin called up the amendment 
today it was adopted without debate 
by a viva voce vote. 
It was known all along that there 
would be a hard fight on the part of 
the finance committee against mak- 
^ ing the steel trust give up its pro­ 
tective tariff on cotton ties, but the 
closeness of the vote was a surprise 
to the committee. Senator Culberson 
conducted this fight vigorously, being 
ably assisted by Senator Smith of 
South Carolina and Senator Money of 
Mississippi. In opening 
the 
debate 
S en ato r Culberson pointed out it re­ 
quires about 
eight 
and 
one-half 
pounds of cotton ties to properly bind 
a bale of cotton. Under the Dingier 
act ties were subject to a duty of I-2c 
a pound or a duty of 4 l-4c per bale. 
This duty was prohibitive. 
A few 
cotton ires were imported. It is esti­ 
mated under the senate bill that the 
revenue will amount to only $2450.40. 
“This tax against the cotton plant­ 
er,” said 
Senator 
Culberson, 
will 
amount in the aggregate to $550,000 
on 13,000,000 bales of cotton. It i? 
proposed to be reduced in the senate 
committee bill to .3 of a cent per 
pound, which will still tax the plant­ 
ers $330,000. 
“It is claimed and sworn to in the 
testimony before the committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Rep- 
resentatives that 9 per cent of the 
cotton ties used .in this country are 
m anufactured by the United States 
Steel Trust. Binding twine for the 
western fanners has been placed on 
the free list. There is no logical rea­ 
son why cotton ties should not be 
placed on the free list, as proposed 
in this amendment, especially as the 
only beneficiary in this country is 
the most gigantic monopoly that exist 
today in America. 
“It is said, as one of the objections 
to this measure that the farmers re­ 
ceive back the amount which 
have paid for the cotton ties 
\ 
the cotton bagging. II will as* 
o < 
have read a voluntary letter wr.^en 
to me on (May 27 by C. L. McMillan 
of New Orleans on this subject so 
that the Senators may understand 
that this claim of the farmers being 
reimbursed as it w re, is altogether 
unfounded.”

Senators Dupont and 
Johnson of North Dakota, who have 
voted pretty consistently with Sen­ 
ator Aldrich, came over, however, to 
Senator Culberson on this proposi­ 
tion and made the vote thirty-one 
in favor of the Culberson amend­ 
ment to thirty-eight against it. The 
Senators who voted for free cotton 
ties were (Messrs. Bacon, Bankhead, 
Beveridge.

on the Democratic side and Clapp 
and Do!liver of the Progressives. A 
number of high protection Reptfbli 
cans were also absent. 
Wrhile a victory was won in the 
Senate for cotton bagging, the fate of 
that amendment still is uncertain, as 
it will have to be fought out in con 
ference.

accidents,

those due to toy pistols and like ex­ 
plosives. However, should any acci­ 
dent occur, 
we 
would 
recommend, 
first, freely incise the wound; sec­ 
ond, 
carefully 
and 
thoroughly 
re­ 
move from the wound any particles 
of foreign m atter; 
third, cauterize 
tile wound thoroughly with 25 per 
i cent carbolic 
acid; 
fourth, 
apply 
loosely a wet pack of boric acid; fifth 
give free doses of enti-tetanie ser­ 
um, if the same may be had. A phy-, 
sician should always be called at 
once in these cases.

In naming 
Governor Haskell and Justice Wil­ 
liams to act with Mr. Taylor, At­ 
torney General West adds: 


I think it is so ifar understood 
that none of you have at any time 
been my nearest and dearest friends 
and none are hostile to Mr. Taylor,

up anything for my benefit."

Doubtless there 
are readers oil this page whose fami- 
lies consist of two or so, who will ap- 
preciate the following thoroughly test- 
ed recipes for small quantities: 


Corn Muffins—Mix one cnp ot corn 


meal, one tablespoon flour, half tea- 
spoonful salt and scant half teaspoon- 
ful soda together; add yolk of one 
egg and three-fourths cup of sour 
milk and beat hard; add beaten white 
of egg and rook in well greased gem 
pans. This makes six muffins. 


Biscuit—One cup flour, one tea- 


spoon baking powder, half teaspoon 
ful salt, dessertspoonful lard and but- 
ter mixed. Mix with aweet milk to 
make soft dough. This makes eight 
biscuits. 


Wheat Muffins.—One egg, three- 


fourths cup of milk, one tablespooon- 
ful sugar, balf teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoonful baking powder sifted with 
enough flour to make stiff batter. This 
makes six muffins.
